3.000 TELEPHONES DEAD 
IN LIMITS OF ATLANTA 


Cities in a Radius of Twenty Miles 
of Atlanta Are in as Bad Shape 
as Locally—Damage Can- 
not Now Be Esti- 
mated. 


Prostrated by the recent storm the 
telephone companies in Atlanta are fac- 
ing the most serious condition in the 


. telephone history of Atlanta. 


At the present time, there is absolutely 
moO possibility of even estimating the 
Gamage caused by the recent attack of 


bad weather. 


It is certain that never before has so 
@erioug a loss been inflicted on the tele- 
phone companies of Atlanta, and it is 
certain that the citizens of Atlanta have 
mever before met with such great incon- 
venience in communicating with different 
parts of the city. 

Three weeks isthe estimate of the 
Bell ‘phone company required to get the 
wires in order and insure communication 
all over the city, and even then the 
work may not be complete. 

Three thousand telephones are out of 
order. This ts the number given out by 
Manager Roberts yesterday afternoon, 
after a partial examination of the dam- 
age suffered by the telephone system. 

The damage to the telephone system 
was not confined to any one part of the 
system nor was it confined to Atlanta. 

The greatest damage was done in the 
southwest part of the city. ~ 

The Piedmont avenue pole line is out 
of commission. The Marietta street 
route is useless for those wishing to 
telephone. The West End route ts crip- 
pied and helpfss. Great numbers of 
pajes fell there during the storm, thus 
cutting off this section from telephonic 
communication. The College Park pole 
line is dead. Capitol avenue citizens will 
have to use messengers to carry their 
messages. The Washington street route 
is out of order. West Mitchell is ‘dend. 
The lower part of East Fair is tele- 
phonically useless. East Point and Deca- 
tur lines are down.

At the Bell company’s office the num- 
ber of poles which fell during the prog- 
ress of the last storm was estimated yes- 
terday at 212.

Yesterday some fifty linemen of the 
Southern Bell Telephone Company reach- 
ed Atlanta to start to work to repair 
damages, These linemen are all the men 
that the Bell. ’phone. company could 
send at once’to the scene of disaster. © 

A number of additional helpers are ex- 
pected to reach the city today. The dif- 
ficulty of securing additional workmen 
was increased by the practical elimina- 
tian of the telephone and telegraph sys- 
tem. As no messages could be sent 
over the wires to the workmen, ‘It was 
some time before they could be notified. 

Yesterday the Southern’ Bell company 
bad 380 men at work on the streets en- 
gaged in what Is technically known us 
“cleaning up.” This means getting trees 
out of the way, putting the poles ‘up, and 
getting everything in readiness for 
stringing the wires.

SEEMS BROKEN 
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Sound of Melting and Falling 
Ice Makes Sweet Musi. 


Rising Temperattire and Clearing 
Skies of Yesterduy Gave Hope 
For Normal Conditions—No 
~ Reports Were Received 
: at Weather Office, 


For another day, the third in all the 
weather bureau's history, no reports 
were received yesterday, and for that 
reason it was impossible to make the 
regular official forcast for Atlanta, 

But long before the afternoon ended 
yesterday, it was evident that the back- 
bone of the second storm had been 
broken and unless something unforseen 
comes in to upset matters, Atlanta, 
Georgia and the entire south will take 
the first step today toward mormal con- 
ditions. ‘ 

Owing to the second storm. following 
directly on the heels of the first, Atlanta 
has been aitually ice-bound since last 
Saturday and no one pretends to be able 
to estimate the damage incurred, Proba- 
bly the telegraph, telephone companies 
and the railroads suffered most of all, 
but as these three cut off the direct 
channels of business, manufacturers, 
shippers and tradespeople of aH kinds 
were seriously affected by the conges- 
tion, 

Yesterday morning the thermometer 
showed early in the morning a tempera- 
ture of 32 degrees and then gradually 
the mercury went up until the 36 and 
38 points were reached. 

As the mercury began to ascend in 
every part of the city began the sound 
of trickling water and falling ice. It 
was the song of Atlanta. More than 
this, it was the most beautiful music 
that has been heard in Atlanta this long 
time, for as the melting overture grew 
in volume, it meant better facilities for 
repairing the wires that were down in 
every direction, the possibility of getting 
delayed shpments to the depots, the run- 
ning of trains Sy train orders, the hegira 
of house-bound shoppers and the repair- 
ing of broken trolley wires. 

It meant the thawing out of the ice- 
bound channels of business just as truly 
as it- meant the thawing of the great 
clots of ice that hung over the wires, 
the branches of trees and every possible 
place overhead where the white mate- 
rial had been congealed, * 

The Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany promised that at least a large num- 
ber of cars would be running this morn- 
ing, and with the resuming of surface

While. no reports have been received 
by wire from any of the other weather 
stations, from the reports Treceived Dy 
maij and from passengers in all direc- 
tions, the greatest damage from the 
storm seems to have been within a ra- 
dius of a great circle, 20 miles in diam- 
eter, with Atlanta as the center, or gen- 
enaliy speaking, a circle that Inicluded 
both Marietta and Decatur.

Not Politics—But Business! 

The resignation of Hon. Thomas E. 
Watson from the executive commit- 
tee of the Southern Cotton Association 
1s regrettable, both in itself and in the 
motive prompting it. Criticism of Mr. 
Watson's prominence in matters polit- 
ical is known to have influenced hira 
to take this action in order to remove 
any possible incentive to discord. 

Mr. Watson may have been over- 
sensitive and too impatient of irre- 
sponsible carping in very limited cir- 
cles, but he is to be commended for 
meeting such senseless intolerance in 
the way that he did and putting, thus 
early, a quietus on the incipient ten- 
dency to discover a political motive 
in the other fellow. He, at least, has 
shown his political disinterestedness 
and desire to keep politics out of a 
strictly business organization. 

The men who were most prominent 
in organizing the Southern Cotton As- 
sociation represent all shades of po- 
litical opinion, and some of them have 
been prominent in the affairs of the 
three political parties. There are oth. 
er populists than Mr. Watson on the 
executive committee, and it is difficul: 
lo see why he should have been singled 
out for attack, much more why a po- 
{tical point was raised at all. 

Clearly the Southern Cotton Associ- 
ation has nothing to do with politics, 
and expressly disclaims any purpose 
of, and almost inveighs against, mix- 
ing in politics in any way, shape or 
form. The constitution of the organ- 
ization could not be more specific and 
emphatic in this regard. We quote 
the section in point, as folows: 


Sec. 3. This organization and all of its 
associates, under its system of state and 
county and subcivil division organiza- 
tions, are and shall be nonpolitical, They 
shali not cooperate with any political 
party, nor in any manner use their or- 
ganization or membership to aid any po- 
litical machinery, policy or combine, but 
shall exercise and perform all powers and 
duties herein provided as a nonpartisan 
agricultural and commercial organiza- 
tion, designed alone to further the pur- 
poses recited in article | of this consti- 
tution by and through its system of or- 
ganizations, strictly in accordance with 
law, and by suggestion, presentation of 
plans and proposed legislation, to such 
law-making bodies as, from time to time, 
becomes necessary, without reference to 
parties or party policy. 

Should any officer of this association 
publicly announce himself as a candidate 
for any national, state or county office, 
such announcement shal! immediately va- 
cate his position as an officer, and no 
person offering for or holding any of the 
above named political offices shall be 
eligible to any position in this associa- 
tion. 


This is an eminently wise, sound 
and necessary principle for the 
foundation of such an organization. 

The Southern Cotton Association 
will keep out of politics, and its sen- 
sible determination in this respect 
will go far to insure the success of 
the great cause and movement it rep- 
resents. It would be foredoomed to 
failure should it do otherwise. With 
out politics it 1s certain to be of in- 
calculable benefit to southern cotton 
growers and al] materia] interests in 
the south.

KIND-HEARTED citizen, a man 
A with an alleged cow and the alleged 

cow were the principal factors ina 
story which lent a humorous touch to 
the “woeful tale of the blizzard.”” While 
the shrieking east wind howled over the 
city and the ice-laden trees cracked and 
broke under their frozen weight; while 
the telephone wires went down and the

M. Weathers, a stock dealer, and his 
yard backs up on that of Mr. Smith. 

A Cow in the Cold. 

Several days ago Mr. Smith saw a red 
and white spotted cow standing in Mr. 
Weathers’ ‘back yard. He watched the 
cow for a long while and then wrote Mr. 
Weathers a polite note, requesting him to 
place the animal under shelter. Mr. 
Weathers replied and stated that the cow 
was a “country cow and needed fresh 
air.” Mr. Smith demurred to this and 
Mr. Weathers insisted that he knew the 
cow and her habits and that he did not 
intend to deprive her of puse, fresh air, 
even if the weather was freezing and a 
blizzard was on. 

Mr. Smith, believing he had done all 
he could to get Mr. Weathers to be no 
longer crue] to a poor dumb brute, notl- 
fied the police of the affair.
